Venice, Sept. 2. 

N the 26th w/t. in the Night,a Storm a- 

rofe of Wind and Thunder which did 

a great deal of Damage in and about 

this City. Two of the 4 Veffels that 

were lately equipp’d and brought out 

of the Arfenal perifhed. “Two Galleys that were 
at Malamocco were thrown fo far up on the Strand 
that they cannot be got off. Two armed Galliotes 
were loft among the Sands with above 60 Men in 
them. Several Ships were fhatter’d, and among o- 
thers one that lay inthe great Canal had all her 
Mafts broken. Several Barks and Gondoloe’s were 
overfet, in one of which was Signior Auguftino Na- 
nia Senator, who was taken out of the Water with 
fome figns of Life but dyed foon after. Great Trees 
were blown down ; the Lightning fet fire to fome 
Houfes at Campalto; to be fhort the Storm has 
done incredible damage. We have advice like- 
wife from the Tirra Ferma that in the Country of 
Padua feveral Houfes were quite ruin’d, Trees torn 
up by the Roots, and a great many People and 

Cattle kilf'd. 
From the Leiden Gazette. Dated Sept. 28. 

Genova, Sept. 9. On the 2d we had a ftorm of 
Wind and Rain, that damag’d the City and Coun- 
try adjacent to the value of above 200000 Piftoles, 
divers Perfons were drown’d in our Harbor, and 
many buried under the ruins of their Houfes. . 
The laft Letters from Milan fay that the Bankers 
and Tradefmen of that City, who met together on 
occafion of the prohibition of Commerce with the 
Subjects of the Emperor England and Holland, 
bad deputed two of the Citizens to go to the King 
of Spain and reprefent to him how prejudicial it 


| was-to their Traffick, and to befeech him to revoke 


the faid Prohibition. 

Naples, Sept. 5. An Ordonance has been publifh’d 
here, enjoyning the Imperialifts Englifh and Holland- 
ers to depart out of this City within 15 Days and 
out of the Kingdom within 20, on pain of Death. 
Such of them as have been fetled here a long time 
have petition’d the Viceroy to permit them to tarry ; 
but he has excus’d himfelf, for that the Order of 
the K. of Spain is abfolute, and therefore it is not 
in his power to favour them. : ate 

Ratubon, Sept. 14. The Minifters of the Prote- 
ftant States having fome time ago deliver’d certain 
Propofitions to the Emperor’s Commiflioners, De- 
clar'd now upon the meeting of the General Diet, 
that they were ready to joyn in the Deliberations 
upon the prefent juncture of Affairs, and particu- 
larly upon the Declaration of War by the Body of 
the Empire againft France and Spain ; but that they 
affuredly expected, that the Imperial Commitfion- 


ers and the Roman Catholick States of the Empire, . 


would give the Evangelick States reafonable fatisfacti- 
on in relation to their Grievances, particularly as to 
the 4th Article ofthe Treaty of Refwick,and alfo that 
they. would confent that this Affair fhould be taken 
into confideration jointly with the Affairs of the 
Diet, according to the Conftitutions of the Empire : 
upon which Cardinal Lamberg, as chief of the Im- 
perial Commiffioners, return’d an anfwer in Writing 


‘and 


to the whole Body of the Proteftants, That he af- 
fur'd all the Electors Princes and States of the Cor- 
teffion of Faith of Ausburg, that their Grievances 
in Religious and in civil Affairs thould be confi- 
der’d by the Diet jointly with the other matters that 
concern the Body of the Empire, that they might 
be redrefs’d, according to Equity and the Treaties of 


Peace: The Catholick States agreed in this Affu- 


rancc given by the Imperial Commiffioner; But 
the Proteftants to fhorten all Difputes abour Words 
and Forms, demanded that the Terms according. ro 
the Treaties of Peace, fhould be alter’d into according 
to the Conftitutions of the Empire ; Which being 
granted them; they agreed on both fides, to begin 
the day after, the Conferences about the great Af- 
fairs for which they were affembled.

They write from Italy that Prince Eugene had 
contriv’d again to fuprize the K. of Spain, in his 
way from the Army to Milan: but that the ftrata- 
gem was difcover’d. The Duke de Vendome has 
drawn out the Garrifons in the Milaneze to fupply 
the places of the Sick in his Army. The Count de 
Tholoufe is order’dto return from Sicily to Thoulon: 
Two days ago the Kirg fent back the Captain of 
the Duke'of Vendome’s Guards, (who brought the 
News of the taking of Guaftalla,) with Orders to 
thar General to befiege Berfello. 

London, Sept. 28. This Evening a. Mail arriv’d 
from Holland. There has nothing remarkable pafs'd 
in Italy betwixt the two Armies. The Bavarians 
that were advancing towards Hunningen are retir’d 
to Ulm; The Forces of the Allies draw together 
in gréat numbers on that fide of the Rhine to op- 
pote the Elector of Bavaria.. The Army under 
Prince Lewis of Baden is march’d from Kroon 
Weyffenburg towards Marfhal Catinat, Count Tal- 
lard is gone through Bonn over the Rhine. The 
write from Paris of the 29th of Sept. that the Eolus 
a Mah of War of 64. Guns arriv’d at Breft on thé 
22d, who came out with Count Chateauregnalr, 
reportg that he is not far behind with his 
Squadron ‘and the Plate Fleet. Stevenfwaert fur- 
render'd on Monday the 2d of October N: S. The 
Gnrrifon to march out with the ufual marks of 
Honour and 2 pieces of Cannon and be conducted 
to Namur. The Trenches were open’d before Ru- 
remond on Tuefday the 3d of Octob. N. S. They 
write from Brabant and divers places to the Hague 
that Cadiz has furrender’d. They write from Ve- 
nice of-the 23d Sept, that the Duke of Vendome 
would fend a Detachment from his Army which 
is 36000 ftrong to befiege Mirandola,but that Prince 
Eugene had reinfore’d that Garrifon with the Wol- 
fenbuttelets that arriv’d lately; and has alfo re- 
inforc’d Berfello with 1000 Foot. Marfhal Bouf- 
flefs is going to break up ftom Torigeren to move 
nearer to Liege : As foon as the Siege. of Ruremond 
is over, the Forces of the Allies under my Lord 
Marlborough will be confiderably encreas’d by the 
Troops that ferve againft that Town, and by others 


that are already order’d to draw to the Army from 


feveral places ; 4 double Quantity of Ammunition 
Bread is baking at Maeftricht ; and in a little time 
tis expected that fome important Enterprife will be 
uridertgken. They wrire fromthe Earl af Marlbo- 
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rougi:’s Camp that the Batterys againft Ruremond 
are finifhed, and have begun to play on the Town, 
and ‘twas not doubted but that in 3 or 4 days they 
fhould be Mafters of it; thatthe City of Co- 
logne by the march of Count Tallard is in fome ap- 
prehenfion of a Bombardment; and that Captain 
Lloyd of Coll. Windham’s Regiment, and_Enfign 
Dedington of the Guards, have fought a Duel, in 
which the former receiv’d a Mortal Wound and 
dyed the day afcer.
